Subject. —Setting up a High-powered Study Team to study the problems of the 
Handloom Industry. 

No. 4/100/78-Tex.IV. —^The Fifth Five Year Plan has emphasised that high priori¬ 
ty should be given to programmes which provide maximum employmen and are 
aimed at raising the income levels of those sectors of society which are living at 
present below the poverty line. In order to achieve these objectives, It has been 
decided inter alia that special attention be paid to the development of handloom 
sector. The All India Handloom Conference held in New Delhi on the 20th 
September, 1973 which was attended by prominent non-offlclals from the handloom 
field and by senior officers from the State and Union Territories, had also recom¬ 
mended that the problems of handloom Industry and the weavers should be studied 
in depth before development schemes for the Fifth Plan period could be formulated. 

2. In pursuance of the foregoing. Government have decided to constitute a High- 
powered Study Team to study the problems of the handloom industry and weavers.
